Monthly Statement From Customs 
Dept, Chronicles Big Gain in 
Fiscal Period 


Ottawa, Sept. 2-—The monthly 
trade statement issued by the customs 
department shows a total Dominion 
trade for the first five mths of the 
fiscal year of $987,091,361, as com- 
pared with $467,045,501 in the same 
This is an increase 
ot over one hundred per cent, The 
neome is duegin a large measure to the 
great quantities of grain, munitions 
and manufactured goods exported 
during the summer months, 

There was a correspondingly heavy 
increase in imports. In August they 
rose from forry-one to seventy-two 
millions, while for the five months they 
rose from 175 te 2 millions. Domes- 
tie exports jumped from 200 to 446,- 
000,000, 

In the five-month period the exports 
of domestic agricultural products have 


risen from 48 to 180 millions and ex- 
ports of manufactures from 62 to | 
153 000, O00
